O w army amt navy personnel en ­ 
joy a far hefter health than our civil* 
inn population ami this is attributed 
to a lurge extent to nothing more than 
the tact tm in he s e t vb v every in ­ 
dividual bathes thoroughly every day. 
Statistics will show that iii the cities 
where there are Y. M 
A buildings 
well equipped with tub baths, shower 
tm tbs,' ami swimming pool, and Imtb r* 
big is convenient a* well as e n j o y a b l e , 
lh** 
isciipnntK 
of the Y. M. ( \ A ’s 
have less sickness by half than those 
of ordinary hoarding 
houses 
where 
several have to us** one bath tub aud 
consequently will frequently puss up 
ti bath ruth*-! than wait for their turn. 


Th** bath should la* of warm water 
of a comfortable 
temperature, 
soap 
should l*e used freely, and the room 
should be warm enough to he com* 
Liftable, about 75 degrees. 
After the 
bath lit** skin should be dried thorough 
l.v with a rough bu th towel and a per­ 
son should dress quickly In order to 
prevent a too rapid chilling of the body 
surface. 
From the warmth of the l*atli 
th** blood vessel*, un* dilated more than 
normally. 
If th** body 
surface 
be­ 
comes chilled the blood in th** surface 
vessels also becomes chilled, the vex 
sets contract from th** cold, and this 
blood which is now below normal tem­ 
perature is driven to th** deeper per 
thins of th** h*sly causing congestion in 
the vital organs, particularly the lungs 
where bacteria or germs are constant­ 
ly present. 
Having a weakened site 
of attack H ose bacteria go to work 
and pristine an inflammation varying 
in degree from a slight hronchitla or 
cold to a fatal pneumonia. 
Rattling 
removes Isicferiu from fie* sui face of 
th** body. 
Bathing Mill Not Sterlize Body. 
Bathing will not sterilize Hie laxly 
hut this is unnecessary as all a r tic le 
with which tie* body comes in contact 
are not sterile. 


When th** body is clean the sweat 
glands, which an* the excretory organs 
of the skin, perform their function of 
eliminating waste products from the 
body 
more 
thorough ly 
than 
when 
their ducts are plugged w ith dirt and 
waste products which 
have 
already 
been poured out on the skin surface. 


The shower bath is by far tho twat 
method of bathing, because when dirt 
and waste products are once removed 
the body doesn’t come in contact with 
them again na in th** ease of the tub 
bath.
